ady and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to submit my Amual Report upon the Health 
ervices of the Penistone Rural District for the year ended 31st December, 1964. 
have included some of the more important statistics concerning the extent of the 
art III Services as provided in the district. 


The Vital Statistics for 1964 are less favourable than those for 
963. The Birth Rate has increased slightly, but the Death Rate and Infantile 
ortality Rate both show unfavourable upward trends. 


The Birth Rate is 16.2 per 1,000 of the population, a figure 
hich, although higher than in 1963, is nevertheless much below that for England 
nd Wales and the Administrative County of the West Riding. The corrected rate 
s 15.6. The Death Rate has increased to 11.0 per 1,000 of the population, but 
t+ still remains lower than that for the rest of the Country. 


I am glad to report a marked reduction in the Still—birth Rate - 
t is only about half the rate for 1963, but even then, at 24.4 per 1,000 live and 
till-births, it is far too high. It still compares very unfavourably with that 
or the rest of the Country. 


The Infantile Mortality Rate for 1964 is double that for 1963. 
here were only 2 deaths — one more than last year — but even one death can 
iderably alter the rate. However, our rate is better than that for the rest 
the Country. The two deaths were both female, one dying within a week of being 
rm, from prematurity, and the other at the age of 8 months, from an acute 
ection of the upper respiratory tract. One could presumably label this as a 
eventable death — young babies are so very vulnerable to infection, and they 
hould be most closely guarded against infections such as being exposed to friends 
nd relatives with colds, or similar conditions. 


The table giving the causes of death shows us that of the total 
umber of 81 deaths nearly 3 out of every 8 were due to diseases of the circulatory 
ystem, including Heart Disease and Coronary Disease. There were, in fact, 18 
eaths due to Coronary Disease, an increase of 3 compared with 1963. I wonder 
hat is really behind this emergence of Coronary Artery Disease as a major cause of 
eath and ill-health. Many factors have been mentioned and many have been 
pooh-poohed", but such things as overweight, lack of exercise, excessive cigarette 
moking and the strain and worry of everyday experience in some people, are all 
ccepted as being implicated. 


One in four of all deaths was due to malignant disease, of which 
were due to Lung Cancer - the same number as in 1963. We do know that excessive 
igarette smoking is a predisposing factor in the aetiology of Lung Cancer, but we 
© not seem to get many people to be the least worried about this. It has been 
eported that probably 6,500 men under the age of 55 die each year as a result of 
oking cigarettes. This does not take into account the deaths amongst women 
ich, although less, are nevertheless quite appreciable. We have tried to get 
e young folk to see reason and not start the cigarette smoking habit, and, if 
ey have started, to give it up. They must be encouraged, but so long as they 
ee their bigger brothers and sisters, their parents, their favourite film, pop or 
orting star indulge in the habit, then it is not so easy for them. We must keep 
m encouraging them. 


There were altogether 6 deaths from violence, 2 due to road 
ccidents and 4 due to other accidents. The 2? road accident deaths involved 2 
iderly gentlemen in their 80's; one other accidental death involved an elderly 
ady in her 70's, who died following a fall, and the remaining 3 were youngish men, 
© died as the result of accidents at work — in factory and mine. 
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In 1964 there wore in all 51 cases of Infectious Disease 
btified. This is a marked decrease compared with the 1963 figure of 133. There 
an increase in the number of Measles — from 23 to 39 — but Scarlet Fever 

bers were less by more than half. Whooping Cough notifications were almost the 
me — one more than in 1963. I must point out that for two successive years we 
ve not recorded any case of Food Poisoning ~ Typhoid or Paratyphoid group — nor 
of the Gastro—intestinal Infections which seem to be so common these days. I 
ak this is a most satisfactory state of affairs, and reflects very much the good 
rsonal hygiene habits of the public generally. 


Of the total of 2,554 dwelling houses in the district 

mately 90.8% are supplied by water from the public main supply. The 
mainder get their water from satisfactory private sources (217), and the balance 
e@ supplied from less satisfactory and occasionally inadequate sources. ‘These 
atter are in relatively isolated places, whose only source of supply is springs. 
ere were no reports of failure of supplies during the year. 


The water supplies were tested at regular intervals during the 
par. I have had a short report from the Engineer and Manager of the Barnsley 
nterworks, who supplied the statistics for the table in that section of the Report 
paling with Sanitary Circumstances. Mr. Mathers, in his report, says that in the 
ase Of the principal supplies two unsatisfactory bacteriological results were 
tained. These were both followed up immediately, and repeat samples proved 
atisfactory. In the case of the minor supplies there were ten unsatisfactory 
acteriological results. These were principally from water from small local 

urces at Blackmoor and Crane Moor. It is hoped that in the not too distant 
ature both supplies will be discontinued. Mr. Mathers further reported that 
wing 1964 there continued to be some trouble with the water from the Wilson 
orehole in Penistone because of the high iron content. Iron removal filters wore 
rought into use, and have eliminated the trouble to a large extent. 


Altogether 2,335 houses — about 91% = are drained to the main 
swer, each having a water closet. There are still quite a number of houses with 
29sS convenient facilities, 34 having chemical closets and 134 earth or pail closets. 
wing the year there were 17 conversions from privy to water closets. 


In concluding this introduction to my report I would like to put 
42 record my thanks to the Chairman and Members of the Health Committee for their 
ind support and encouragement during the year. I am grateful to the Clerk and 
ther officers of the Council for their co-operation, and especially do I thank my 
Dlleague Mr. Pearson for his personal kindness to me and his devoted service to 
ne work of the department. He and his staff have maintained a high standard of 
Pficiency. 


Dr. F.C. Amstrong, my close colleague and personal friend, has 
sen a great help to me in the carrying out of my duties, and I wish to offer him 
y grateful thanks,

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SCARLET FEVER. 


Only 3 cases of Scarlet Fever were notified during the year, all mild in 
type and with no complications. One was aged 4 years and the other two were in 
the 5 —- 15 years age group. Because of the unavailability of isolation and nursing 
facilities one case was admitted to hospital. The attack rate of 0.40 compared 
favourably with that for the rest of the County. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


No Diphtheria was reported during 1964, a circumstance which we have come 
to take for granted nowadays, but this pleasant circumstance depends for its 
maintenance on the good sense of parents and guardians of children to see that the 
young ones get protection early, and maintain it by "Booster" injections at regular 
intervals. The Doctor or Health Visitor can advise on this. Immunisation at the 
earliest age possible is desirable, and we try to exhort all those concerned that 
this should be accomplished. We keep "plugging away", and not without results. 
During the year 1964, 62 children received primary immunisation, 61 of whom were 
under 5 years of age, and 1 between the ages of 5 and 15 years. There were 70 who 
received "Booster" doses at about the age of 5 years. 


MEASLES. 


There were 39 cases of Measles notified during the year, a marked 
reduction from the 118 notified in 1963. The attack rate of 5.27 compared 
favourably with that for Ingland and Wales and the West Riding Administrative County. 
The usual biennial pattern of behaviour of the incidence of this disease showed 
itself again in that we had this considerable drop in number during 1964. In the 
first quarter we had no case at all, in the second quarter there were 7, and in the 
third quarter 3. In the last quarter, however, and towards the end of the year, 
the incidence took a sharp rise when a total of 29 cases were notified. This 
would indicate that there might be quite a considerable outbreak of this disease in 
the early part of 1965. 


WHOOPING COUGH. 


There were 8 cases of Whooping Cough notified during the year, one more 
than in 1963. Of these, 5 occurred in the first quarter, 1 in the third quarter 
and 2 in the fourth quarter. On cross—checking the records of these children it 
would appear that 2 of them had supposedly been immunised, having had three 
successive doses of triple antigen. There is no need for alarm at this situation, 
nor does it call for loss of faith in the immunisation procedure. It is obvious 
that in the 2 cases the degree of inmunity was not high enough to deal with a severe 
infection, or was not yet fully established before the attack occurred. 


I think that we can be certain now that the disease is controlled by 
immunisation, and protection is offered and accepted practically as a routine by 
young mothers. The protection is obtained either at the Clinic or from the family 
doctor, and it is in almost every case given combined with Diphtheria and Tetanus 
Antigens. Our fieldworkers endeavour to try and get all babies protected as soon 
as possible, and their efforts are not in vain. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


There were 5 cases of Tuberculosis added to the register during 1964, 
4 new notifications and 1 a transfer from another district. Of the 4 new 
notifications 3 were Pulmonary Tuberculosis and 1 Non—Pulmonary. The 3 cases of 
Pulmonary Tuberculosis were admitted to hospital, where their progress was good and 
their prognosis is very good. 


In every case the Tuberculosis Health Visitor was called in to make a 
careful enquiry as to the possible source of infection, and at the same time invite 
all contacts to attend the Tuberculosis Clinic for a check-up. I am glad to say 
that the co-operation my Health Visitor received from these people was excellent, 
and I am grateful to the public for supporting us in this wey. 
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TYPHOID FEVER. 


There were no cases of Typhoid Fever within the district during 1964. 
Needless to say you will remember the tremendous excitement in the country in June 
last year, during the epidemic in Aberdeen, which epidemic was found to be caused 
by a can of corned beef containing the typhoid bacillus. On discovering that the 
epidenic might be associated with cold cooked meat, principally corned beef, every 
Health Department in the country was notified about the incident, and the need for 
collecting and arresting certain supplies of the cans which bore particular serial 
numbers. This involved immediate cessation of all normal routine duties in the 
department, and the Public Health Inspectors spread out over the district, 
questioning and examining, cross—checking all supplies of corned meat. Large 
numbers of tins of corned beef were examined, and there were 27 tins found which 
ceme within the series range. Acting on instructions the retailers were 
instructed to return these tins to the wholesaler, where presumably other 
arrangements were made for their safe keeping and, if need be, destruction. This 
involved a tremendous amount of time and effort. 


I want to put on record how much I appreciate the enthusiasm with which 
the Public Health Inspectors tackled this problem so quickly and so efficiently in 
such a short time. 


B.C.G. VACCINATION. 


In 1964, 165 children were skin tested, 20 proving to be positive and 
140 negative. There were 5 children absent for the reading of the test owing to 
illness. The 140 who were negative were vaccinated. 


VACCINATION AGAINST SMALLPOX. 


During the year there was a demand for protection against Smallpox, in 
that in all 34 children received protection. During 1963 there were only 5 
children vaccinated, and this gave us some concern. However, the figures for the 
year under review are much better. The cases were made up of 27 children aged 
between 1 and 2 years, and 7 aged 2 years and over. 


POLIOMYELITIS. 


There were no cases of Poliomyelitis notified in the Penistone Rural 
Area during 1964. This situation can only be maintained, of course, if the degree 
of immunity is maintained, and if the demand for immunisation by parents for their 
children remains high. I feel that the demand is quite good, but I do not want it 
to fall off and, in fact, I would be happy to see a better demand still. The 
comforting thing is that the interest is still there, and we are continuing to 
maintain that interest. 


I am appending below the statistics for the numbers vaccinated against 
Poliomyelitis in the Division. As I have mentioned previously, with such 
overlapping of boundaries in the County Districts it is not easy to be precise in 
attributing numbers to each respective district. I find it much more convenient 
to give Divisional figures.

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During the year there were three milk producer-retailers found to be 
pplying milk which was infected with Brucella Abortus organisms. In one case 
the Medical Officer of Health from a neighbouring authority had occasion to 
prohibit the sale of milk from this farm within his district, following an 
unsatisfactory bacteriological report from the laboratory. The farm was visited 
by Mr. Pearson and his staff, and arrangements were made to take individual samples 
from each animal in the herd. Subsequently the animals found to be positive were 
solated, and the remainder of the herd were released and the order amended. A 
careful watch was kept on the isolated cattle, and they were ultimately removed 
entirely from the herd and slaughtered. 


Another was a farmer who had had some history of this infection in his 
milk over a period of time, but towards the end of the year I had another report 
from the laboratory indicating that there was further infection. Individual 
Samples were taken once again, and two cows were found to be producing infected 
milk. These two cows were ultimately sold for slaughter, and the remainder of the 
herd was found to be free and the order was cancelled. 


The third one was a case where information was received from a 
neighbouring Medical Officer of Health to the effect that milk produced in one of 
our farms was positive to the Brucella Abortus infection, A similar procedure was 
adopted here; individual samples were taken and the infected cattle isolated and 
ultimately segregated from the remainder of the herd. Later on, because of 
persistent positive specimens, the animal was removed for slaughter, thus leaving 
us with a completely healthy herd. 


The disease is easily transmitted to humans who consume infected raw 
milk, The person who becomes the victim suffers from Undulant Fever and can 
become really ill. We have had no evidence that anyone has suffered from the 
disease, but it is always a possibility when milk is consumed which has not been 
previously heat-treated. The West Riding County Council milk samplers have been 
intensifying their check-up on all milk producer-retailers, and it is possible 
because of this that we have had an increase in the number of cases brought to our 
notice. It is very satisfactory to know that those few who had this unfortunate 
experience co-operated so closely with our department, and in the shortest possible 
time cleared up the trouble and are now producing wholesome milk. 
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GENERAL PROVISION OF THE HEALTH SERVICES. 


HOSPITALS. 


The General Hospitals available locally for the Penistone area are 
those in Barnsley and Sheffield. For certain parts of the area it may be more 
convenient to use the Huddersfield Hospitals. 


Infectious Diseases cases are accommodated chiefly in Kendray Hospital, 
Barnsley, and other cases may be dealt with at Lodge Moor, Sheffield. 
Maternity cases are dealt with at the Hallamshire Maternity Home, Chapeltown, 
St. Helen Hospital, Barnsley, and the Princess Royal Maternity Home, 
Huddersfield. 


LABORATORY FACILITIES. 


All Laboratory work is carried out by the two Public Health Service 
Laboratories, one at Wakefield and one at the City General Hospital, Sheffield. 


MORTUARY. 


There is a Mortuary in Penistone and this serves the surrounding area. 


AMBULANCE SERVICE. 


The district has cause for great satisfaction with its Ambulance 
Service, which functioned progressively throughout the year. No replacement 
vehicles have been delivered during 1964, and no additions were made to the 
fleet, comprising six modern, fully equipped vehicles operating from the Hoyland 
Depot and two from Penistone. When the occasion demands three vehicles are 
based at Penistone. 


Work is to commence on the new extension scheme at Penistone which, 
when completed, will give the district and its neighbours a self-contained Unit, 
comprising not only garage accommodation, but a small office, messroom facilities, 
locker space, showers and toilet facilities. The staff of 7 drivers and 
attendants at Penistone work a three shift system as do the men based at the main 
depot in Hoyland, where work has commenced on enlarging the messroom in order to 
give the staff better conditions. No alteration has been made to the radio 
communication system, which ensures economical use of vehicles and, therefore, a 
high degree of efficiency in a service where speed is of the utmost importance.

An Ante—Natal Clinic is held at Shrewsbury Road Clinic every Tuesday. 
The general practitioners in Penistone attend alternate weeks, with the 
exception of the fifth Tuesday. The Midwives attend the Clinics each week and, 
occasionally, the Health Visitor is also present. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


A Chest Clinic is held regularly at 46, Church Street, Barnsley, where 
the Consultant Chest Physician sees patients referred to him for his opinion. 
The Health Visitor attends at these Clinics, at the same time as the patient, 
which provides complete liaison between the hospital and domiciliary field. The 
Health Visitor encourages all contacts of a verified case to attend for check-up 
and possibly X-ray by the Chest Physician at the nearest available Chest Clinic. 


HEALTH VISITING SERVICE. 


During 1964 the Health Visiting Service was maintained in spite of changes 
amongst the staff. Miss Nagle left the service in May. Some temporary relief 
duties were carried out by Miss Power from the Hoyland area, until Mrs. Battams 
was officially transferred from Hoyland in Septenber. Mrs. Dransfield remained 
in the areae She became mobile during the year, which means that she is now 
able to work a wider district and travelling is less time-consuming. Mrs. Snell 
was appointed as Assistant to the Health Visitor, and has proved to be an 
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excellent member of the Health Visiting team.

The Home Nursing staff remained at full strength. Working in close 
liaison with the general practitioners the Home Nurse carries out comprehensive 
nursing care in the domiciliary field. In addition to the giving of all types 
of injections, providing general nursing care for the acute and chronic sick, 
they also carry out pre-operative preparation to patients who are to be seen by 
a hospital consultant. The Home Nurses also endeavour to carry out 
rehabilitation of those sick requiring to make readjustment to specific illness 
(e.g. cerebral haemorrhage with an ensuing paralysis) to help in the readjustment 
of the patient to health and social life. Any equipment needed by the Home 
Nurses to promote their nursing care is available through the West Riding County 
Council loan scheme. 


During the year the Home Nurses, in the Penistone Rural and Urban areas 
combined, attended 198 cases, involving a total of 9,095 visits. These figures 
are inclusive of both areas, owing to the overlap of the districts worked by the 
Home Nurses.

The Midwifery staff remained unchanged. The Midwives are available on 
the telephone, and are mobile. 


The Midwives, during 1964, attended 84 confinements, 79 as Midwives and 5 
as Maternity Nurses. In 58 of these cases "Pethidene" was administered, and 21 
cases received Trilene Analgesia. 


In the domiciliary midwifery service the Midwives attended Ante—Natal 
Clinics, demonstrated relaxation exercises to the mothers, and encouraged group 
discussions in the Mothercraft Classes. They attended ante-natal mothers in 
their own homes to give extra ante-natal care. In addition, more mothers are 
being discharged from hospital in early days of the puerperium, and the Midwife 
attends such cases. 


DOMESTIC HELP SERVICE. 


There were 7,068 Domestic Help hours provided in the district during 1964, 
compared with 6,472 in the previous year. In all, 14 Domestic Helps were 
employed in 39 homes. There were 27 cases continuing from 1963. The following

CHIROPODY SERVICE. 


This most important service is still much in demand. I am sure it 
prevents many aged people becoming bed-ridden or house—bound. 


During the year 114 patients attended the Clinic in Shrewsbury Road, and 
in all 542 treatments were provided. There are cases who are unable to travel 
to the Clinic to obtain treatment because of various physical weaknesses, and 
those people are visited by the Chiropodist in their own homes and obtain the 
treatment there. Before this service can be provided, however, a doctor must 
certify that the patient is incapable of travelling to the Clinic and the reason 
for it. In Penistone during the year 78 patients were visited in their own 
homes, and in all 302 domiciliary treatments were provided. 
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HEALTH EDUCATION. 


During 1964 Health Education was carried out in the Clinics to individuals 
and small groups of mothers. This followed the pattern laid down in a previously 
prepared monthly programe. Filmstrips, up to date posters, leaflets and 
distribution of leaflets were used in an endeavour to teach the public the 
approach to good healthy life with a positive attitude. A programme was arranged 
for the girls reaching school leaving age at Silkstone Secondary Modern School. 
This was conducted by the Health Visitors, and covered a wide range of subjects 
which were pertinent to girls of that age group. This course was very well 
received. 


Health Education is carried out daily since the Public Health Team are 
visiting within the homes of the general public. It is in this sphere of daily 
routine work that the Home Nurses, Midwives, School and Clinic Doctors channel 
their efforts to prevention of illness, mental stress, home accidents. Only by 
concentrated effort can we demonstrate to the public the positive approach to 
healthy living. 


MENTAL HEALTH SERVICE. 


Steady progress is still maintained by the Mental Health Service, and 
liaison between the hospitals and the community services remains good. Monthly 
meetings between hospital staff and Mental Welfare Officers are held, where any 
problems on either side are discussed. These are found to be of great help to 
all concerned. 


Unfortunately there is still a great shortage of beds for the aged, 
confused but ambulant patients, and at the present time there is no way of solving 
this problem. The hospitals, however, do give help in every way possible in 
dealing with these cases. 


The general policy of Mental Hospitals is still that of early admission 
in cases of acute mental illness, intensive treatment, and discharge to the 
community as soon as possible; thus community care is becoming increasingly 
important in the mental health field, as is the responsibility of the Mental 
Welfare Officer in preventative care. 


Out—patient Clinics. 


Out-patient Clinics are held at Barnsley Beckett Hospital on Monday and 
Wednesday; these are staffed by a Consultant Psychiatrist from Sheffield and one 
from Storthes Hall Hospital. The Clinics are also attended by the Mental Welfare 
Officers, which maintains the liaison with the hospital staff. 


Admissions and discharges to Mental Hospitals. 


During the year 5 females were admitted to Storthes Hall Hospital. 
There were 4 discharges, 2 of whom asked for after—care. 


It will be interesting to note that we are getting more informal 
admissions to Mental Hospitals, showing that people are now taking a more 
enlightened view of mental illnesses. In many cases these are readmissions, 
which seems to show an acceptance of the need for early treatment. 


Mental Subnormality. 


The High Green Training Centre is a great asset, giving relief from worry 
and responsibility to a large number of parents for a part of each day. This 
relief can do much for the morale of parents of mentally handicapped children, 
especially those who have other young children or babies to care for. 


The Care Unit at the Training Centre was so much in demand that it has 
now been expanded. 


The Training Centre continues to provide useful training for its patients, 


and besides this has a thriving Parent/Teachers' Association and an active social 
programme.
